Elba's newest set of wild rumors is actually going to become 
reality on June 19th, A short story is on the front page this 
week of a pending industrial announcement . . . . another part 
of the ever growing automobile industry in Alabama. The 
Economic Development Corporation, Industrial Development 
Board, Chamber of Commerce and of course the City of Elba 
have come together to make this a reality. Officially making 
the announcement will be Elba Mayor James Grimes and 
Industrial Board Chairman Eddie Kelley, but a whole lot of 
other folks have sweated blood to get the project (o this point 
and have our personal gratitude, 


What makes things sound so sweet is the fact that the above 
announcement is not all that is going on in Elba right now, 
The flurry of activity by the above groups is paying off in 
other areas also as other companies looking for a new home 
come visiting and existing firms look to expand. As the U. S. 
economy rebounds, Elba’s positive attitude will go a long way 
in securing additional jobs for area citizens. 


Also hitting the news this week is the $886,500 federal grant 
approval, announced by U. S. Representative Terry Everett 
Monday afternoon, for a new water well and tank. The need 
for these infrastructure additions was brought on by the needs 
of the expanding local industry base. 


Now, the Alabama legislature has completed the special leg- 
islative session and Governor Riley is probably grinning from 
ear to ear. The lawmakers approved all of his tax increase 
package, almost exactly as his staff had first presented it. Now 
the job for Riley and Company is to convince us folks in the 
branch heads to approve these tax increases when we go to the 
polls for the special election in early September. Remember, 
this is an “all or nothing” deal from the governor. He can’t 
convince all, or even the majority, of us by himself. While it 
is early in the game, most of the lawmakers who approved this 
record tax increase last week in Montgomery are basically 
being very slow to step forward and vocally promote the tax 
package in front of the voters at home. 


Due to the fact next year's state budgets depend on how much 
money is available to spend, lawmakers will not even try to 
pass the budgets in the few remaining days of regular session 
they have returned to this week. Both the General Fund and 
Education budgets will have to wait for a quickly called spe- 
cial session after the September vote before being considered 
by legislators. . . . or even drawn up. The state's new fiscal 
year begins on October | and there are no state provisions for 
a “continuing. operations” resolution as there is on the federal 
leg, slative level. Therefore the new budgets won't get the 
usual weeks of drawn out, back room wheeling and dealing 
normally associated with such important bills. 


The Troy highway is again open for traffic . . . however along 
about August it will be closed again, All this is part of the 
ongoing multi-million dollar levee upgrade work. The next 
time the road is closed it will be to actually work on the high- 
way itself. It must be raised for several hundred feet on each 
side due to the height of the levee being raised several feet in 
this area. 


It is almost impossible to realize it was forty years ago, 
Wednesday (yesterday), that then Governor George Wallace 
made national news with his stand in the school house door at 
the University of Alabama. It is also remarkable that the first 
two students to integrate the University were followed by 
thousands more and the world did not come to an end, in spite 
of the predictions of the KKK types amongst us. The politi- 
cians got their free publicity with that issue and the people of 
Alabama are left to forever carry the burden of that day (and 
some others) on our shoulders. 


Since the war in Iraq is officially over, we have on several 
occasions considered taking the yellow ribbon off the U. S. 
flag pin we wear daily, Then suddenly there is another young 
American killed in an Iraqi or Afganistan ambush and we

I am Carla Roberts and I 
graduated on May 20, 2003 
from Elba High School with the 
highest average in my class - 
101.1719, And yet, I was 
deemed the salututorian of my 
class. lt, was announced on 
graduation night by Mr, Johnny 


Dunn that the highest average 
in Our class was a 100.85, and 1 
am now correcting that state- 
ment. The honor of being vale- 
dictorian was given lo someone 
whose final average was lower 
than 100.85 

The reason for all of this 
inaccuracy 15 because the 
administration chose to pick the 
valedictonan and salutatorian at 
the end of the first semester of 
our senior year. They: knew then 
that this ranking would be 
incorrect, After all, there were 
only two tenths of a point 
between the top five students 
Since four of the top five chose 
to take advanced courses sec 
ond semester (such as AP 
English and Pre-Calculus), the 
ranking was bound to change 

Two of the many excuses 
offered as to why the entire sec 
ond semester would not count 
toward our ranking included 
“We've always done it this 
way. That has been proven 
wrong. There have been excep- 
tions to that statement. as 
revealed to me by past valedic 
torians. The second excuse ts 
for scholarship purposes. In my 
case, | received college scholar- 
ship from Troy State in 
September 2002. In fact. none 
of the scholarships I applied for 
focused on my rank, only GPA 
and ACT score. 

Core classes offered during 
second semester (such as 
English. Math, etc,) can deter- 
mine whether some students 
pass or fail. Oddly, it has noth- 
ing to do with rank, which does- 
nit.make much sense to me. If it 
counts for one thing. it should 
count for another. An athlete 
can be placed on academic pro- 
bation his or her freshmen year 
in college for grades made dur- 
ing the second semester of the 
senior year. These are only two 
of the many problems that can 
and do arise from this faulty 
ranking system. Elba City 
Schools has many great teach- 
ers and I fell I have been 
blessed to have had many of 
them, but the administration has 
been tampering with the entire 
valedictorian/ salutatorian con- 
cept for years. 

According to the World Book 
Encyclopedia, the word “vale- 
dictorian”™ means the graduate

This year’s saluta- 
torian also will never receive 
her salutatorian stole and 
medallion for what she worked 
thirteen years for. Even the 
yearbook will reflect the admin- 
istration’s determination to 
have their way. My final aver- 
age will not even be placed on 
the salutatorian page to reveal 
the truth, It’s a disgrace that 
adults have to falsify truth to 
reflect their choices. | would 
hate to see them do this again to 
someone else.

soft plastic tubes that have char- 
acter heads and feet. The char- 
acters are a yellow seahorse, a

West Nile Virus reported in state birds 


The Alabama Department of 
Public Health announces. that 
West Nile virus (WNYV) has 
been confirmed in two birds in 
the state for 2003 . Ongoing 
public health surveillance for 
the virus has not yet detected in 
2003 any cases of WNV in 
humans or in horses in Alabama. 

The discovery of WNV in 
Alabama is three weeks earlier 
than the first case detected last 
year. During 2002 West Nile 
Virus was confirmed in all 67 
counties in Alabama, with 49 
people and 597 birds diagnosed 
with the infection. 

Dead crows, blue jays and 
raptors are the first sign of virus 
activity in an area, Public health 
officials are testing dead birds of 
those three types as one way to 
watch for the virus, The public 


should submit newly dead birds 
for testing, People who find 
dead crows, blue jays, or birds 
of prey may contact their county 
health department’s environ- 
mental division who can arrange 
for testing.

CLOTHING AND AROMATICS 

¢ Wear loose fitting, light col- 
ored clothes to help prevent 
mosquitoes from reaching the 
skin and to retain less heat, mak- 
ing yourself less “attractive” to 
mosquitoes, Mosquitoes are 
more attracted to dark colors. 

* When possible, wear long 
Sleeves and long pants. 

* Avoid perfumes, colognes, 
fragrant hair sprays, lotions and 
soups, Which attract mosquitoes.

Preventing 


break-ins at your 
hunting camp 


The same scenario is played out far too often each year at hunting 
and fishing retreats all across Alabama. A club member goes by 
camp to check on things. The feeling of being violated overcomes 
them when they see the door kicked in or the window broken out 
where the thief gained entry 

Hunting camps are particular vulnerable to theft and vandalism 
during the early summer months. Turkey season is over and it will 
be several months before pre-hunting activities begin around the 
camp. Thieves know these camps are frequented less during this 
time of year and take advantage of the less vigilant 

Although many clubs remove valuable appliances and outdoor 
equipment at the close of season, some Jeave almost everything 
through the summer. Televisions, radios, microwaves, lanterns 
stoves, clothing, ATVs, -the list of pickings for an opportunistic 
thief is endless 

While it is impossible to prevent all break-ins, there are a few 
precautions that can greatly reduce the likelihood of you becoming 
a victim. The camp should be made to look like someone ts staying 
there at all times. Leave a television or radio playing, install outside 
motion detector security lights and put an inside light on a Umer 
where it will come on before dark. An old vehicle left at the camp 
and moved to a different area regularly gives the impression that the 
driver is somewhere close by. 

While the above suggestions will help, they are no substitute for 
someone keeping an eye on the property. f you live a good distance 
from your camp have a local resident keep an eye on it every few 
days, Get to know your local conservation officer, deputy sheriff 
and forest ranger. They make their living working in remote areas 
and some of them are in the vicinity of your camp every week. 

Provide these local law enforcement personnel with a list desenb 
ing club member vehicles, tag numbers, etc. HW they come by and 
observe a vehicle that does not appear on the list, they can check i 
out. 

The National Wild Turkey Federation recommends the following 
precautionary measures that can further reduce the likelihood of 
becoming a victim. 

1. Take as many valuables with you as possible to eliminate the 
risk of them being stolen 

2. Lock away all valuables left on site, Install a security system 

3. Record all serial numbers and put distinguishing marks on all 
items. 

4. Photograph expensive goods and keep photographs off site. 

5. Purchase insurance and make sure boats, ATVs, etc. are coy 
ered. 

6. Post no trespassing signs at all entrances and along property 
lines 

7. Erect gates at every entrance to your property 


8. Hide keys to ATVs, tractors, etc. so thieves can’t find them in |

Taking the above precautions doesn’t guarantee you will not be a 
victim, but they will tilt the odds in your favor and help authorities 
in recovering your valuables if you are a victim,

Corner plantings 
work great for 


landscaping

County Extension Agent 


In and around Coffee County 
many folks have asked about 
comer plantings. When land- 
scaping your home, this is an 
area that must be carefully 
planned to create a pleasing 
appearance. 

Quite often in our present day 
do-it-yourself landscaping, 
many people simply choose 
shrubs and trees which are their 
favorites without really consid- 
ering how those plants will fit 
into their total landscape. When 
choosing plants for the corners 
of your home, there are several 
factors to remember. 

1. Choose plants that are com- 
patible with existing environ- 
mental factors, such as sun 
exposure, temperature, drainage 
and soil type. Keep in mind that 
plants such as azaleas, camel- 
lias; hollies and magnolias can- 
not stand wet soils for an 
extended period of time, Avoid 
planting such plants in locations 
which do not have good 
drainage. Also, locations that 
receive full sun on a cold frosty 
morning will cause the foliage 
of camellias and azaleas to be 
damaged. , 

2. Choose plants that will fit 
the corner when they mature. 
Don’t overplant. Many people 
choose shrubs that are attractive 
when small but that may com- 
pletely cover the house 10 years 
later. Corner plants generally 
should be two-thirds the height 
of the eave when mature. 

3. Choose plants that require 

little pruning or other’ mainte- 
nance. 
4. Choose shrubs or, trees for 
seasonal effects, such as flowers 
or fragrance. But be sure flower 
colors will not clash. 

5. Choose plants that look and 
grow well together; for example, 
ones with contrasting shapes, 
heights and foliage texture 
(Foster’s Hybrid Holly, Blue 
Pfitzer Juniper, and Andorra 


Creeping Juniper) or ones with 


similar shapes, textures and col- 
ors (Fraser Photinia and 
Cleyera). 


6. Choose plants to accent 
your house style. If your house 
is formal, make certain you use 
formal plants such as boxwoods. 
If your house is informal, use 
such naturalistic plants as 
camellias and azaleas. Yuccas 
complement Spanish aréttite:- 
ture, yews and mountain

Elba native ties music, education and children’s television together

What do music, education and 
children’s television have in 
common? Or, maybe the ques- 
tion should be who instead of 
what. Regardless, the answer 1s 
simple...the what and who 1s 
Elba’s very own Art Williams. 

After just one conversation 
with Williams, anyone can tell 
that music, education and chil- 
dren's television are and have 
always been very important to 
him, and he is currently involved 
in a new project that links these 
three things together. 

A 1992 graduate of Elba High 
School, Williams received his 
Bachelor's degree in music edu- 
cation. from Troy — State 
University (TSU) in 1997, He 
then taught high school choral 
(grades 9-12} in Phenix City for 
a while before returning to Troy 
State to acquire his Master's 
degree in education, He received 
his Master's in 2000 and taught 
in the music department at the 
university for three years (piano, 
ear training and music for the 
elementary child). 
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While teaching in the music 
department at TSU, Williams 
said Robert Smith was director 
of bands, for the university. 
During this time, Smith saw a 
pilot Williams created at TSU 
involving puppet characters in 
an educational setting and pre- 
sented him with an opportunity 
which led to his current project, 

Williams said Smith and his 
wife, Susan, created a new way 
to teach music in schools, and 
this curriculum was innovative 
in that it is the first to “go all the 
way” in connecting elementary 
music education with high 
school music education, 

The curriculum is entitled 
‘Music Expressions’ and it is 
being released through Warner 
Brothers Publishing, a division 
of the Warner Brothers 
Company. 

As for Williams’ part in this 
project, he creates the video por- 
tion of the curriculum, and said 
he has been working on the proj- 
ect for two years, During ‘this 
time, Williams created a set of 
seven puppet characters for the 
program, created the setting of 


the production set for the videos, 
wrote the scripts and served as 
host. 

“| hope this will be very suc- 
cessful if it can be helpful in 
introducing children to music 
and helping them learn more 
about it,” Williams said. “It has 
been a very natural transition to 
produce these videos because of 
the important role music played 
for me as a child and on into my 
adult life.” 

While visiting Elba earlier this 
week, Williams said production 
recently finished for the kinder- 
uurten through fifth grade videos 
including approximately 65 
video segments averaging about 
10 minutes each, and his plans 
were to return to Orlando, Fla. 
(where he currently works) later 
in the week to edit the videos. 

Although editing will take a 
couple of months, Williams said 
the curriculum is already being 
marketed and some schools will 
begin using it in the fall, 

He also said production will 
continue in the near future for 
the high school portions of the 
curriculum which will break

this teaching tool, Williams said 
the kindergarten through fifth 
grade curriculum focuses mostly 
on general music education, and 
the lessons are broken down into 
segments. Each video segment 
will feature Williams and his 
seven character puppet crew as 
they perform to help the students 
understand the concept being 
taught, es 

The idea is to help students 
gain a better understanding of 
music, 

“We met some wonderful peo- 
ple from all parts of the world 
through producing these videos 
as they shared: their music,” 
Williams said. 

For example, he said some of 
the videos share music from 
Russia, Jamaica, Aftica, India 
and Brazil just to name few, 

“We need to be proactive in 
offering children exposure to 
many different ways of oxpress- 

g themselves,” Williams said.
